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State higher education libraries receive grant for program

A cooperative effort between 
LSUS and other colleges and 
universities throughout Louisiana 
will soon provide library users 
with access to information about 
what materials are available 
from the libraries of other 
institutions statewide. In 
addition, a $2.5 million gram 
just awarded to the state of 
Louisiana by the U.S, 
Department of Education 
will take the network a step 
further by including some 
secondary schools and the 
state public library system in 
the network. 

The Louisiana Online 
University Information 
System is the first of a series of 
projects designed to improve 
access to library facilities and 
increase efficiency through shared 
catalogs and storage facilities. 
The idea for the information 
network was developed by the 
Louisiana Academic Library 
Information Network Consortium. 
The consortium is composed of 
representatives from every public 


and private institution of higher 
education across the state. 

The LOUIS project will be 
implemented in several phases. 
When completed, computers in 
every college library will allow 
students to call up the catalogs of

other libraries to search for 
materials they might need. 

"LOUIS is a merger of all 
catalogs in the state," said Dr, 
Laurene Zaporozhetz, dean of the 
library. 

The program will make it 
easier for students to find what is 
available across town or across 
the slate. Users can then request 


materials on inter-library loan, or 
they can go to ihe library that has 
what they wanL 

LAUNC has already received 
federal money to implement the 
LOUIS project They have also 
applied for an 8g state grant to 
cover costs, the state funds 
will help pay for the 
computers for the network. 

In addition to ih federal 
funds already allotted for 
LOUIS, the state was 
awarded a substantial grant 
last week to create a 
statewide network of 
libraries that will include 
the State Library of 
Louisiana, the 64 parish 
libraries, and some of the 
state s larger Kindergarten 
through twelfth grade programs. 
The project, which should be 
completed in about 18 months, 
will allow library 
patrons to access 
library databases 
connected to tta 
network. The new 
network will also 
connect the libraries 
to INTERNET, which 


Darling addresses key issues 
at Faculty Senate meeting

Chancellor John Darling spoke last week to 
the Faculty Senate at their monthly meeting. 
He approached the group with several key 
issues. Among those discussed were; his semi¬ 
finalist position at the University of South 
Florida, and the financial crisis of the state and 
proposals for cost cutting at the university. 

First, Darling raised the question: is LSUS 
going to lose its Chancellor and Provost? He 
said should Dr. Nancy Belck, vice chancellor 
of academic affairs, decide to leave LSUS he 
would not be leaving. 

Darling said he would not leave unless the 
opportunity was outstanding. "I will not be 
looking for a job just to leave LSUS," he said. 
,T My commitment is to LSUS." 

Next, Darling discussed the "critical 


crossroad" for the university, in light of the 
present financial crisis of the state, Darling 
noted that the school must be more innovative 
in its monetary matters than it presently is. 

Darling hopes to have support from the 
faculty in this process. "Everything we do has 
to be done with the student in mind," he said. 

A reduction in the budget is not anticipated 
by the chancellor, but plans must be made for 
potential cuts. The university must be certain 
that everything it does is as cost effective as it 
possibly can be. 

"We must do as much with the dollar as we 
can," Darling said. He is asking for input from 
the campus as to where money can be saved. 

To solicit funding. Darling is asking for 
both private support and more community 
involvement "No longer can wc do business 
as usual," he said. 


is a broad-based international 
information "network of 
networks," which connects 
electronic databases throughout 
the world. 

Zaporozhetz said that the 
Department of Education officials 
were impressed with the plans 
already underway for LOUIS. 

"We got the grant because we 
proved that we have a plan and 
that we can all cooperate," 
Zaporozhetz said. "We didn't get 
it just because everybody thinks 
Louisiana is a poor state." 

Zaporozhetz added that South 
Central Bell will be installing the 
fiber optics system needed to 
connect the database throughout 
the state. 

Other projects LALINC is 
working on include plans for 
cooperative collection 

development and cooperative 


storage facilities. 

Cooperative collection 
development means that libraries 
might purchase partial collections 
in conjunction with neighboring 
libraries. 

"For example, LSUS might 
purchase a collection of 17th 
Century French literature, and 
Centenary might get the 18th 
Century," Zaporozhetz said. 

Zaporozhetz added that since 
collections are constantly growing 
and expanded facilities arc hard to 
come by, the libraries are 
considering some kind of regional 
Storage facilities for materials that 
are not used often. 

"The facilities would not be 
open to the public, but we would 
try to make the request materials 
available within 24 hours," 
Zaporozhetz said.

LSUS has a new system that 
allows students to preregisier by 
telephone. T elephone 

registration will begin operation 
Nov. 11 and will be available 
daily from 4 a.m. to 10 a.m 
through Dec, 3. 

Students who are in good 
academic standing and have not 
changed their majors this 
semester will no longer be 
required to see their advisor 
before preregistering. 

The University Center will 


house eight telephones on the 
second floor for student 
convenience. The telephone 
number for on campus lines will 
be 5501. The system will also 
provide eight off-campus lines 
the telephone number will be 
798-LSUS. Each call will be 
limited to ten minutes. The 
system should be able to handle 
250 students every two hours. 

Telephone registration 
worksheets will provide a step- 
by-step guide for access. The 
worksheets will be located next 
to the spring bulletins in the 
office of admissions. 


On Dec. 3, the telephone 
system will shut down and fee 
bills and schedules will be 
mailed to students. The 
telephone system will become 
accessible again starting Dec. 23 
- Jan. 2, allowing students who 
preregistcred to make changes to 
their schedules. Students will 
have the ability to drop or add 
classes without an advisor's 
permission. The system will 
inform students of each class 
status. 

A $10 registration fee will be 
added to the fee bill. 


Free speech evaluation offered 


The Communication Center 
at LSUS is offering diagnostic 
evaluation and/or therapy for 
speech-language disorders. 

Through December, the cost 
of this service will be absorbed 
by the university as a public 
service and as a part of the 
training program for speech 
pathologists. 

Anyone who suspects that 
he/she or his/her child has a 
problem with articulation, 


language development or 
stuttering, or that a voice 
disorder is present, can call for 
an evaluation appointment The 
program is not an evaluation of 
school achievement, reading 
problems or learning disability. 

Diagnostic evaluations and/or 
therapy are conducted during the 
fall and spring semesters. 
Evaluations are done on the 
LSUS campus from 1 to 4 p.m. 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
Therapy is conducted on 


Mondays through Thursdays 
from I to 4:30 p.m. on a space- 
available basis. 

Evaluations and therapy are 
done by student speech 
pathologists under the 
supervision of nationally 
certified, state-licensed faculty 
members. There is currently no 
charge for evaluations.

Disney offers student internship program

What better way is there to learn better 
management skills than to do it firsthand at 
Disney? All students, regardless of major, are 
invited to participate in the Disney internship 
program. Students in the college of 
business can earn up to six hours 
credit while they are working at 
Disney full time. 

Susan Wood, director of the 
internship program for the college of 
business, highly encourages students 
to lake part in this internship. "It is a 
wonderful opportunity to learn the 
Disney style of management," she 
said. 

Twice a year Disney recruits 
students from area colleges for their 
semester-long program. Interviews 
are conducted on campus, but the 
only requirement to apply is 
enrollment in an university. 

Students can earn almost $6 an 
hour at Disney while being 
guaranteed at least 30 hours a week. 

The only cost to students is tuition at 
their university for the hours that 
they earn. Housing is provided by 
Disney and deducted from 


employees' paychecks. 

While working at Disney, interns are 
required to attend Disney's management 
seminars. According to Wood* these 
seminars leach different styles and techniques 
of the Disney corporation. 


This semester Disney interviewed about 
20 students. Wood said. In years past, as 
many as Five or six LSUS students have 
attended the program. LSUS has been 
working with Disney for four years.

The history of Dining In dates 
back to the British Officer's mess 
and has had a great influence on 
many of the procedures practiced 
today by U.S. organizations in 
the formal Dining In. 

The custom of dining together 
was especially useful in large 
units where many officers did not 
normally come in contact with 
one another. These dinners 
served to bring the officers 
together in a fraternal atmosphere. 
The mess, besides entertaining 
guests in the surroundings of 
traditions and customs of the 
regiment, served to make the 
officers aware of social amenities. 
Additionally, the mess served as a 
method of passing down the 
histories and traditions of the 
regiment to junior officers. 

The Titan Battalion opened its 
doors in August 1979 and 
commissioned its first officers in 
May of 1981. To date, the Titan 
Battalion has commissioned 119 
officers, many of whom are still 
on active duty.

Among the modern campus 
buildings made of glass and steel 
is a group of wooden structures, a 
hundred years old, that displays 
the lifestyle of the Louisiana 
pioneers. 

The Pioneer Heritage Center is 
composed of six historic 
structures and is located in the 
northeast side of campus. 
Founded in 1977 as a joint project 
of LSUS and the Junior League of 
Shreveport, the center is pan of 
the Division of Continuing 
Education and Public Service. 

In addition to giving toms, the 
Center sponsors special events 
such as conferences and traveling 
exhibits. 

"Basically we are an academic 
institution. We focus on 
education and are an educational 
museum. We have regular tours 
for grades five through twelve 
and regular teacher workshops," 
said Pioneer Heritage Center 
director Marguerite Plummer. 

A pamphlet describes the 
center as an "'history laboratory' 
where you can see how the 
pioneers built their first homes; 
how they clothed and fed the 
family; and how their diverse 
beliefs and customs contributed to 
the culture that is mosaic 
Louisiana." 

The center has two houses 
listen on the National Register of 
Historic Places: Caspiana House, 
which joined the list in 1981, and 


Thrasher House 
in which joined 
in 1991. The 
other structures 
include a 
doctor's office, 
a detached 
kitchen, the 
Webb & Webb 
Commissary 
and a 

blacksmith’s 
shop. 

Caspiana 
House, also 
known as "the 
big house" from 
Caspian 
Plantation, was 
built in 1856. It 
is a raised- 
frame cottage 
built in typical 
antebellum 
classical revival 
style. The 
house was 
located on 
Hutch ison’s 
Caspiana 
Plantation 15 
miles south of 
the campus. 

Thrasher House was built in 
the 1850s and is a double pen log 
"dog trot," the earliest type of 
plantation home in the area. Its 
original location was near Castor, 
La., approximately 35 miles south 
of Shreveport 

Built in 1903, the doctor's 
office is also from Caspiana 
Plantation. It is a typical shotgun 


medical instruments and 

pharmaceuticals. 

The detached kitchen is a 
typical "board-and-batten” 
shotgun house with an open 
hearth from the Webb Plantation 
in the late 1800s. 

The Webb & Webb 

Commissary is a lurn-of-the- 
century store that reflects the 


sharecropper economy. It also 
came from Webb Plantation and 
now serves as the center's 
orientation and exhibit building. 

The blacksmith's shop is a log 
"single pen" built in 1870 and is 
from the Jack W. Grigsby farm in 
DeSoto Parish. 

From its beginning, the center 
has been funded from community 


volunteers." Plummer said. 
Money also comes from the 
Pioneer Heritage Society, the 
center's support group and an 
annual fund-raiser in April. 

Visiting hours are Sundays, 
1:30 - 4:30 p.m. and weekdays by 
appointment. For more

This Old Dorm’ explores the world of sound

Once again in this old dorm, 
we return to the now infamous 
campus dorms. Through 
brainstorming in the prospective 
dorm, we found ourselves 
overwhelmed by an unusual 
absence of noise, or maybe not so 
unusual when one considers the 
police state that the dorms have 
become. 

So this week we delve into 
the endless opportunities of 
acoustics. Agreeing on two forms 
of high-fidelity arrangement 
(entertainment centers to the 
layman), we wilt discuss our 
work on the first arrangement. 


which we will refer to as the 
"shake the dorm" arrangement, to 
be followed by the "JL* system. 
Our objective in the "shake the 
dorm" arrangement was 
maximum sound output and 
power, with concern for building 
stability. We will rely on the 
inventions of a local sound 
technologist and friend who 
labels his equipment "coliseum 
sound/ 

First, we removed all acoustic 
obstruction, including a couch, 
one lounge chair, and a coffee 
table. This then provided room 
for the COL-246 (4* wide x 6,5' 
high x 2,5' deep) including six 15: 
subs {16 oz. magnets) eight 6" 
mids (12 oz* magnets) and 
directional tweeter separates. For 


the desired effect, we had 
intended to make use of six COL- 
246's, but found that we had room 
for only four, even after 
assembling the speakers in the 
dorm, considering each COS-246 
is roughly the size of a Volvo. 

Each COL-246 comes 
equipped with concert power 
amplifiers. Power being taken 
care of, it was no difficult task 
finding room for the six 
component system, including a 
full-logic receiver, two cassette 
decks, a CD player, minidisc 
recorder, and digital electronic 
crossover. After completion, we 
found there was room left to 
replace the coffee table. We left 
this dorm with an original 
aesthetic interior and power 


enough to provide the entire 
complex, as well as the LSUS 
campus with no shortage of 
beautiful ear-bleeding 

background noise. 

We move along then, to the 
upgrade "JL" system. Our 
intention here was to focus on 
video. In order to provide room 
for the monitor wall, we were 
forced to sacrifice more than half 
the power utilized in the last 
system. This was not a problem, 
however, but a component which 
we would have had to take care of 
personalty anyway, in the spirit of 
the JL system which is that music 
does not matter; it is, of course, 
the stage show that is the measure 
of a good band or soloist. 

The monitor wall included 48 


19" color TVs (6 high x 8 across) 
hooked up to a video crossover 
into a Panasonic four-head VCR, 
with stereo sound by Yorx (since 
the music isn't that important, 
why not save a few bucks?). 

In conclusion, it is important 
to mention that either of the two 
systems may be afforded on the 
typical student loan. 

Next lime, we'll review the 
various potential locations for a 
refrigerator and the endless uses 
of pork and beans in common 
home repair. For now, this is 
Mike and James slowly losing our
